Last night he announced 
that W. J. Bryan, who sent “regrets” 
a few days ago, pleading that he was 
needed at home to fight the prepared- 
ness program of the Administration, 
would be in New York today and would 
have a conference with him at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Whether there was a 
chance of the Commoner changing his 
mind and going with the peace party 
Mr. Ford did not say.

FRENCH CARS IDLE; 
FOOD PRICES SOAR 


Officials Blamed for High Cost 
of Living in Paris—Much Coal 
Waiting to be Moved. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES 

PARIS, Dec. 2.—Parisians have hith- 
erto regarded prices such as sugar at 
26 cents per pound and coal at $30 a 
ton as one of the minor inconven- 
fences of the war. Apart from some 
grumbling about speculators and mid- 
diemen, no one supposed that the in- 
creased cost of living was anything 
but natural. 

Recent revelations in Le Journal con- 
cerning the huge number of idle rail- 
way trucks put a different complexion- 
on affairs and indicate mismanagement 
and carelessness on the part of the 
railway administration. Ten days ago 
Le Journal stated that forty trucks had 
been idle since the beginning of the 
war at the Cognac railway station, 
being partly filled with artillery ma- 
terials and partly used as habitations 
by engineers.-.Today the same writer 
in a two-column article headed, “ By 
Photograph, Seven Hundred Empty 
Trucks Idle Since August, 1914, at 
Blancmesnil, on the outskirts of Parts,”

LONDON, Friday, Dec. 8.—Baron Son- 
nino’s statement in the Italian Chamber 
that Italy has subscribed to the agree- 
ment that no separate peace shall be 
signed by any of the HEntente powers, 
supplemented by the announcement that 
as soon as possible the Italian flag will 
wave from the other side of the Adri- 
atic to help the Serbians has aroused 
feelings of the highest satisfaction here. 

Italy’s adherence to the compact of 
Sept. 5, 1914, is the crowning point of 
the protracted and delicate negotiations 
which have had as their fundamental 
basis the argument that Italy was 
bound, as a democratic, liberty-loving 
nation, to make her cause indissoluble 
from that of the Allies fighting against 
the domination of autocratic militar- 
ism. This is the point of view put for- 
ward by Sir Edward Grey with un- 
swerving confidence in its final victory 
over hesitations due to any narrow con- 
sideration,of national interests or re- 
luctance to increase German animosity. 
It is expected that an Italian declara- 
tion of war against Germany will fol- 
low in due course and logical sequence. 
Minister Orlando’s recent speech at Pa- 
lermo was in the nature of preparing the 
Italian people for the step, Baron Son- 
nino now has announced. - The indica- 
tions then given of the trend of Italian 
policy aroused no opposition outside the 


ranks of the Giolittians. 


Italy’s apparent indifference to _ Ser- 
bia’s fate was partly due-to the fact 
that both Italy and Serbia claimed part 
of the eastern shore of the Adriatic. Re- 


jcent military developments in the Bal- 


{kans have to some extent forced Italy’s 
jhand. Between the Adriatic, coast. in 


, Possession of Serbia and fthe Adriatic 
}coast under the domination of Austria, 


Germany and Bulgaria there could be 
no question as to Italy’s choice. Her 
intervention in Albania has been confi- 
dently expected in well-informed quar- 
ters for some little time past, 

British and French troops continue to 
pour into Saloniki, the Russian move- 
ment against Bulgaria is developing, the 
Italian landing in Albania is: only a 
question of time, and with Greece’s ben- 
evolent neutrality guaranteed the Cen- 
tral powers may soon, it is argued here, 
be found to have bitten off more than 
they can chew in the Balkans, which 
discovery would finally settle Rumania’s 
hesitation. \ 

Mysteries of Italy’s Position. 

The Daily Chronicle this morning in 
an editorial on Baron Sonnino’s declara- 
tion, says: 

*‘ This step on the part of Italy is not 
accompanied by a declaration of war on 
Germany, between whom and the 
Southern Kingdom there is still only 
a ‘diplomatic rupture,’ but the treaty 
robs this curious state of things of any 
dangerous significance, 

“If Italy prefers not to resent formal- 
ly the sinking of her ships by German 
submarines and the bombardment of her 
frontier troops by German artillery, that 
is mainly her affairs. She is already at 
war with Turkey and Bulgaria, as well 
as Austria-Hungary, and there is no 
practical likelihood of Germany’s con- 
tinuing at war with us after we have 
forced her three associates to make 
peace.”’ 

In reference to the announcement that 
Italian troops are to cross the Adriatic, 
The Chronicle says: 

“These steps no doubt include such 
support as is necessary to buttress 
against Austrian attack the heroic Mon- 
tenegrins, and if they were extended to 
an offensive against Austria from that 
side they might produce considerable 
effect on the war. Why, for instance,

HEARING SET FOR TODAY

Confirmation of unofficial reports re- 
garding the action in the Hocking case 
leads officials here to believe that 
Great Britain intends to take over for 
its own use other vessels of the fleet 
owned by the American Transatlantic 
Company, if it has not done so already.

We have ample 
assurance that the belligerent nations 
are willing to stop the terribie slaughter 
of Europe’s manhood. It is possible for 
them to do so on terms which are honor- 
able and just and which will not hu- 
miliate them. 

‘* Envoys to thirteen belligerent and 
neutral European Governments have 
found overwhelming evidence of a uni- 
versal peace desire, but on account of 
the rigidity of diplomatic etiquette these 
Governments cannot express this peace 
desire openly until one side or the other 
is definitely: cetenios mull both sides 
are exhausted. further evi- 
dence in hand that the belligerent Gov- 
ernments would not be opposed to a con- 
ference of neutral nations. 

bid for no other reason, we feel this 
peace mission is entitled to the respect 
and support of the world because it is 
the only serious organized attempt now 
being made to end the-international car- 
nage which now depopulates BHurope.

Only 75 of More Than 150 in Ford 
Party Have Them.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—When the 
State Department closed for business at 
4:30 o'clock this afternoon a total of 
only seventy-five passports for members 
of the Henry Ford peace party had been 
issued. Mr. Ford himself had not filed 
any application with the Bureau.of Citi- 
zenship of the department for a pass- 
port. The fact that. more. passports 
than seventy-five have not been issued 
is due not to delay in the State Depart- 
ment, but to failure to file applications. 
There were rumors in Washington to- 
night that the departure of the delega- 
tion, scheduled for Saturday, would‘ be 
postponed a week.

GERMAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 5.—Eight times during 
the last year I have gone downtown to- 
ward midnight to board a train that 
takes one into:the war zone in France or 
in Russia” 

Always the picture is the same, and 
stilhit never céases to make the observer 
from abroad marvel. His first thought 
is, ‘‘ Where do they; where can they, all 
come from—these. trainioads of men in 
gray streaming.in from all parts of the 
empire, and how. much longer can it 


last? "’ 

In the first months of the war ‘this 
hourly spectacle was taken as a matter 
of course. One felt that Germany must 
be straining every muscle, and that this 
was the natural consequence of extraor- 
dihary effort. But the effort continues, 
and it is no longer considered extraor- 
dinary. At. the great Frigdrichstrasse 
Bahnhof to the north of th®-Li den the 
trains are rolling in on both sives of the 
long concrete platform. They are bound 
to Poland, bound to Galicia, bound to 
Serbia. Over at the far iarger Anhalter 
Bahnhof it is the same—hour after hour 
trains leaving for.France or for Belgium. 

It is as if scores of half-fare excur- 
sions were nightly emptying themselves 
into Berlin, then assembling themselves’ 
again and hurrying on. 

There are hundreds of civilians in the 
station throngs. An old man stops at the 
slot machine at the foot of the platform 
stairs and drops in his 10-pfennig piece 
for a bahnsteig ticket that will admit 
him to the train platform. He is going 
upstairs to say good-bye to his grandson, 
who will be in the troop train due from 
Kénigsberg in a few minutes. A whole 
family follows him—father, mother, and 
two girls and two boys. They have come 
to ‘wave farewell to the oldest son of the 
house, who will board the train with his 
regiment and wave his farewell to them 
from the window of the compartment to 
which he is assigned. 

No Confusion as Troops Depart. 

There is no confusion, no clamor. It 
is “the steadiness with which the stream 
moves forward that appals. The people 
reach up from the platform to shake 
hands ,with the men inside the cars. 
There are brief admonitions about com- 
ing back safe and sound again, (‘‘Komm’ 
gesund wieder! ’’) and about not catch- 
ing cold. When the mothers say these 
things the soldiers make _ respectful 
answers; when their sisters say them 
they laugh; when their sweethearts say 
them they lean down and squeeze their 
hands. , 

There is a long whistle, a cry of “‘ Fer- 
tig!’’ and the train begins to move. 
There is some cheering, but a great 
deal more laughing. Tears there are, 
but they are hidden. Nobody likes to 
make a scene. One woman, though, 
has broken. down. The man she came 
to say good-bye to has disappeared with- 
in the car. A.woman friend had come 
with her, and now the friend has led 
her to one side. Neither of them looks 
toward the car where the man is. The 
grieving women is crying softly, half 
hiding her face against her friend’s 
shoulder. The friend is talking quietly 

. The train disappears. 

That is all. It goes on every night 
and far into the night. 

Sometimes we go into France via 

Frankfort and Metz, sometimes via Co- 
blenz, Trier, where from the railway 
station you can see the ponderous walls 
of the ancient Roman theatre, and Die- 
denhofen. By either route you wake in 
the morning amid the lovely vineyard 
country. ll is peace. The hills are 
bright with the gold of Autumn. Castles 
shattered in ancient wars stand sentinel 
on the heights; beneath them villages, 
spires, winding streams, bits of farms 
that are ‘sightly as a park, and ornate 
hotels that seem to have been dropped 
down in huge -bouqguets of flowers when 
the-train steams into a town that has 
a world-wide fame as a water cure. 
_. Nowhere is there more than the placid 
activity of peace times, except at the 
railway stations. These are crowded 
with soldiers and so are the trains. 

There is incessant shifting of troops. 
The man one met in Warsaw the week 
before last may this instant be waving 
a greeting to one from the station plat- 
form. in Coblenz. Dtedenhofen, which 
lies only eight or ten miles from the 
French frontier, is the last considerable 
German town on this route into France, 
ahd a few minutes after passing it good- 
byes must be said to the pleasant paths. 

Just over the border is the little 
French town of Audun-le-Roman, which 
is important now only for its sufferings, 
but which may be vaguely recalled oy 
American travelers: who fared this way 
from Metz to Paris in peace times, be- 
cause here they encountered the French 
customs officers and set their watches 
back fifty-five minutes to make them 
synchronize with French railway time. 

Otherwise Audun-le-Roman means 
nothing to anybody save to the people 
who once lived in the houses that are 
now acres of* blackened ruins and to 
newly arrived American reporters who, 
when they look out of the car windows, 
know that at last they are within the 
war zone. That is the tragedy of hun- 
dreds of little French and Belgian and 
Russian towns today. It required a 
t edy_to.put them on the wap 

There was big fighting around Audun- 
le-Roman at the outbreak of the war, 
for in this region the Crown Prince’s 
army launched the drive that carried 
them a dozen miles north and brought 
them under the walls of Longwy, which 
they promptly battered down. 


Longwy’s Historic Story. 


This town had a long and heroic 
history, and that history has in our 
time been renewed along the ancient 
lines. For more than a hundred years 
nearly every generation of its citizens 
pee seen the disasters of war envelop 
its citadel, 
the part of the community called 
Lengwy Haut, fell before. the Germans. 
Its men and women, too, stood behind 
the fortress walls and made desperate 
but futile resistance to the Duke of 
Brunswick and the Prussians when they 
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‘| again easy faced the ordeal of revo- 


lutionary , with only the difference 
that-modern artillery made that ordeal 
more erribk. ae 

Lon isa fortress only of the séc- 
ond class; but its.command of the roads 
leading into France from the northeast 
has always made it important. On the 
27th of August of last year it fell. before 
the Crown Prince’s Army. On the 23d 
of August, 122 years before, it had fallen 
before the Duke of Brunswick’s of 
Prussians, who thought forthwith that 
they were well started on their way to 
put an end to the French Revolution and 
all its works. 

They underestimated their task. 
and twenty:years were to pass before 
they_put hapk on the throne of France 
the Bourbons whom they were aiming 
to rescue via y and Verdun. For 
fifteen hours they bombarded Longwy on 
that 23d ef August, 1792. To this day 
some of the carved escutcheons over one 
gateway, which neither the cannon of 
the Duke of Brunswick nor of ‘the Crown 
Prince of Germany hed brought down, 
can be seen amid the wild waste of ruin. 


An Incident at Verdun. © 

After the fall of Longwy the Prussians 
pushed on te Verdun, in front of which 
great-great-grandsons of certain of those 
Prussians now lie, and some of the citi- 
zen soldiery of Longwy hurried off to 
Paris to tell the revolutionary legislators 
how it had fared with them in their 
citadel during. that fifteen-hour bom- 
bardment—how the Prussian artillery 
had spouted fire at them, how they 
themselves, 
ramparts, had hardly a cannoneer to two 
guns,’” how the commandant, Lavergne, 
nowhere showed his face, how the prim- 


ing would not catch, and how there was 
no powder in the bombs, ‘‘ What,”’ they 
asked, “’ could we do?”’ 

“Die!’’. answered the legislators, 
glooming at them from out of the 
shadows and the candle flickerings, for 
the fugitives had presented themselves 
a little after nightfall. 

At that they cowered and went away. 

But one woman of Longwy would not 
cower nor slink away before that word. 
She was Mme. Lavergne, wife of the 
commandant. Escorted by her father 
and carrying in\one hand her parasol 
and in the other a memorial justifying 
her husband’s conduct at Longwy, she 
came before the Jacobins, She got no 
sympathy. ‘ Citoyenne,’’ said President 
Lafarge, “‘the nation will judge La- 
vergne. The Jacobins are compelled to 
tell him the truth. He would have ended 
his career ‘there on the ramparts of 
Longwy if he had loved the honor of 
his country.” 

The legislators went further and be- 
came histrionic. ‘Be Longwy,” they 
vociferated, ‘‘a proberb and a hissing 
among French strong places. Nay, 
rather, once we have retaken it, let it 
be obliterated from the shamed face of 
the earth and exist only as plowed 
ground.” 

That decree, however, was never car- 
ried out. 

It is this. lining up of the places of 
the present war area with their tragic 
past that trebles their fascination by 
emphasizing ‘their significance. Their 
inhabitants today pass before the travel- 
er not only as the doers of so much, 
but as the heirs of so much. And so 
they stand forth in a new dignity and 
pathos that still is also their inheritance 
from ancient times. 


Sad Thrill in Ruins. 


It is a gray autumn day when I 
wander among the ruins of Longwy- 
Haut. . ; 

The townspeople, finding sheltér now 
in Longwy-Bas, lying below. the cita- 
del, have come up to the heights and 
are moving listlessly amid the devasta- 
tion. There is little business to transact 
in the lower town. This climb to the 
heights is one of the few interests in life 
that remain to them. One cannot read 
bulletins all day. Let us go and view 
our sorrows. There is at least a certain 
sad thrill in the extent of the ruins. 
_The destruction is, in_truth, absolute. 
Not one building. in Longwy-Haut is 
standing intact; men speak of its brief 
siege as the most dreadful bombardment 
in the history of this war. Houses, 
shops, churches, municipal buildings are 
not fallen merely, but crushed and 
pitched together. The largest church i; 
but a swirl of blackened altars, head- 
less statues, and shattered. arches. 

The organ pipes and the candelabra 
had melted and lay in lumps on the 
broken stone floor. I paused before an 
empty frame that had marked a station 
of the cross. Not a vestige remained of 
the plaster relievo which the frame had 
once held. The empty frame stared 
blankly at you. But along its lower 
edge ran this inscription: 

JESUS EST CONDAMNE 
A MORT. 


There was nothing left but the words. 

Disconsolate efforts at clearing away 
the wreckage were in progress, and here 
and there men and womén were arrying 
away bits of broken furnititre and 
scorched pots and pans. So, after all, 
some few benefited a little by the ruin 
of Longwy-Haut. The rest of the sight- 
seers peered and exclaimed, and sighed 
and smiled; and in view of the futility 
of trying to do anything more con- 
structive in the present chaotic state of 
northern France a smile seemed as gen- 
uine a service to humanity as anybody 
could perform. 


Indifference of Desperation. 


Some of the women looked worn and 
ill, but you could hear their laughter 
echoing like gay mockery as_ they 
climbed over the mountains of brick and 
descended into the dark casemates. 

One: woman, I am sure, was stricken 
with consumption, for her eyes held an 
unearthly brightness and her face was 
very white. She was beautiful, but if 
she had not been ner smile would have 
made her beautiful. She had come 
through one of the cavernous passage- 
ways of the fortress and now she stood 
beneath the stone archway at the end 
of the passage and look out on the 
forlorn show moving before her in. the 
citadel square. 

Some Prussian officers, extremely 
stiff and ceremonious, passed dfrectly 
in front of her and saluted. She smiled 
at them and bowed in recognition of 
their civility. Her cheeks were touched 

vith two crimson spots, caused by the 
exertion of her. climb over the shat- 
tered walls, and she was standing with 
one hand raised high above her head 
and pressed against the broken arch- 
way. 

I suppose another woman would have 
said the attitude was poves. To me it 
seemed a most exquisite expression of 
unstudied grace, and when the woman 
smiled that smile seemed to light up 
the grim place wherein she ataod. 

I would give much to have that pic- 
ture on canvas—the white. face with 
the two bright spots in the cheeks, the 
laughing eyes that still were unearthly, 
the thin hand that rested against the 
stone, the spirit of an wunquenchable 
vivacity which glance and attitude ex- 

ressed, and behind the figure the 
blackness—a little streaked with shafts 
of pale ‘light—of the fortress’s passage- 
way. But behind and enveloping and 
proceeding from the figure of the wo- 
man I want also in mv picture some 
hint of the ancient and the ever -re- 
curring woes of Longwy-Haut. And 
what painter can give me that?

NO FOREIGN TROOPS ON SOIL 


But the Kalser’s “Most Formidable 
War Machine” Threw In 1,500,- 
000 Soldiers Over Night.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2; — Asserting” 
that the blame for the outbreak of the 
war.in Europe has been historically es- 
tablished and that the facts cannot be 
altered by fragmentary documents now 
issued by the German Government, the 
Belgian. Government, through its Le- 
gation at Washington, tonight issued a 
statement making formal response to 
the document recently issued by the- 
German Government Cone exicare 
from portions of many dispatches writ- 
ten by vagen diplomats to the Belgian 
Foreign Office. : 

The text of the Belgian Government’s 
rejoinder to the German Government is 
as follows: 

“The German Government has just 
ublished (Nov. 20) some _ extracts 
rom a.small portion of the many 
dispatches written by Belgian diplom- 
atists .to the Belgian oreign Of- 

is impossible to form a 
opinion. as to the views of Bel- 
gian diplomats from these tragments of 
their letters; the unpublished docu- 
ments might put the matter in an en- 
tirely. different light, or, might. show 
hat these diplomatists -had entirely 
changed their views. 

** However that spay. be, and whatever 
may be the more or less authenticity of 
the extracts ante 5 it is impossible 
to understand how the views . of - the 
individuals, as expressed in these ex- 
tracts, can in any way change the 
actual facts which were the causes of 
the present terrible conflict. . In making 
a greet publicity campaign in regard to 
th fragmentary correspondence Ger- 
many is trying to distract public atten- 
tion from. other diplomatic documents 
wherein: are found the real causes of the 
war set forth with the utmost clearness 
and precision, namely, in the diplomatic 
correspondence published by the various 
powers. 

‘Germany tries to prove that for 

more than ten~years theré had existed 
a coalition against her, the conspirators 
being England, France, Russia, and 
Belgium, and that these countries let 
loose the dogs of war upon. her when 
they thought the propitious moment had 
arrived—that is to say, in the Summer 
of 1914. 
* “The truth of the matter is that up to 
the last moment England tried tod avoid 
war, and that she proposed a confer- 
ence of these interested powers to settle 
the Serbian question. When Belgium 
was invaded by Germany, England 
could not send a single soldier to help 
the Belgians. This in itself is sufficient 
refutation of Germany’s claim that 
England had formed a coalition inst 
her ten years previously and had chosen 
the hour of attack. 

‘Germany alléges, that France har 
joined the coalition against her and had 
conspired with the Allies to attack her; 
yet at that moment France had with- 
drawn her troops ten kilometers from 
the German frontier in order to avoid 
any possible provocation -for war. 
Moreover, there was no French army on 
the Franco-Belgian frontier, and it was 
more than ten days before the French 
could come to the aid of Belgium. - 
- “Russia also is accused by Germany of 
conspiring to select. the hour of attack; 
yet Russia even at the last moment 
proposed. to Germany that the Serbian 
affair be submitted to the Court of Ar- 
bitration at The Hague. 

‘““What shall we say, then? Was it 
Belgium that wanted war? Evidently 
not. Germany herself has proclaimed 
the innocence of Belgium. e Chan- 
cellor of the German Empire declared 
publicly in the Reichstag that, in at- 
tacking Belgium, Germany was acting 
in contravention of thé law of nations. 
The German Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs admitted to the British Ambassa- 
dor: that the only reasor for invading 
Belgium was that the route through 
Belgian territory was the shortest and 
easiest way for the German Army to 
attack France. : 

‘The history of the war shows how 
little prepared the Allies were for this 
conflict. On the other hand, Germany 
defeated all the efforts to maintrin 
peace. She refused the conference pro- 
posed by England. She rejected the 
Czar’s proposition to lay the matter be- 
fore The Hague Court of Arbitration. 
She acknowledged that her invasion of 
Belgium was undertaken only for the 
purpose of attacking France, the Ger- 
man pretext being that France had the 
‘intention’ of passing through Belgium, 
whereas, in: fact, the French troops 
were so far from the Belgian frontier 
that it required ten days for them to 
come to the assistance of Belgium. 

‘Germany, who claims to have been 
treacherously attacked, while thinking 
no evil and while living in peace and 
quietness, threw into Belgium over night 
a million and a half of troops to attack 
France. In the rien of all the war 
correspondents, Tmans as well as 
others, the world had never before seen 
such a formidable war machine nor one 
so powerfully equipped.

During the past four days successful 
bombardments of hostile’ trenches and 
strong points and gun positions have 
been carried out. The damage inflict- 
ed on the enemy ,was considerable. 
The reply of hig artillery to our fire 
was weak, 

On Nov. 30 we sprung two mines 
opposite Givenchy. While the craters 
were being consolidated b 
enemy sprung a@ mine, buryin 
our men, Yesterday we exploded 
mine east of Bois cais, and the 
enemy replied with a mine in the same 
neighborhood. ‘ 

On the 30th two hostile aeroplanes 
were brought down by the fire from 
our aeroplanes, one falling east of 
Hooge and the other near Henin-Lie- 
tard, (Pag de Calais.) The same day 
twenty of our aeroplanes bombed an 
important German supply depot at Mi- 
raumont, (northeast of Amiens,) caus- 
ing considerable damage-.to stores, 
buildings, and the railway line. 

One of our aeroplanes,. which had 
been on a reconnoissance the ist of 
December, faileqd to return, and an- 
other en the.2d of December. 

The French War Office bulletin to- 
night is-as follows: : 

A lively cannonade has continued in 
Artois on both sides in the sectors of 
Loos, the Bois en Hacge, and Angres.

The enemy has thrown about sixty 
shells on Arras.

At Les Eparges we fired a camou- 
flet, which shattered a mine work of 
the adversary. . 

The day bulletin of the French War 
Office says: 

Artillery exchanges continued last 
night, but with decreased intensity, in 
various sectors of the front. 

There was firing in the Artois dis- 
trict; in the region of Bretoncourt; in 
the region of Frise, on the Somme, and 
in the Champagne district, near Ta- 
hure. 

There is nothing to report on the re- 
mainder of the front.

There was slight activity on the 
part of the enemy last night.

DOCTORS HOLD TO OPINIONS 


Coroner WIlIl Take No Action— 
Holds That There Was No 
Negligence or Malpractice. 


Mary Margarét Reberts, nine days old, 
the paralyzed and deformed child whose 
coming into the world caused contro- 
versy dmong medical men as-to whether 
an operation should be performed upon 
her, died. yesterday. morning at the 
Babies’ Hospital, Fifty-fifth Street and 
Lexington Avenue. The operation was 
not performed, and, according to. the 
official report, death came from menin- 
gitis secondary to-an infected ruptured 
spine. 

The parents of the baby were Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph E. Roberts, 159 Hast Sev- 
enty-second Street. The father was at 
the hospital when his daughter died, but 
Mrs, Roberts was not told until after 
the child’ had died that she was de- 
formed, and that had she lived she 


|would have been paralyzed from the 


waist down. Dr. Julius Goldsmith of 
2 West 115th Street, the Roberts family 
physician, told the mother. He denied 
afterward a report that Mrs. Roberts 
was dying as a result of grief and the 
strain of the last few days. She was in 
good health, he said. 

The case of baby Roberts attracted. 
much attention because it followed close- 
\ly after that of the defective baby 
Bollinger of Chicago. In that case Dr. 
H. J. Haiselden refrained from perform- 
ing a simple operation because, had the 
baby lived it would have been a mental 
defective. In the case of Baby Roberts 
she would have been mentally normal. 
The opportunity for the operation came 
to Dr. L. Emmett Holt of 14 West Fifty- 
fifth Street, an authority on obstetrics 
and diseases of children, and visiting 
physician at the Babies’ Hospital.

No Action by Authorities, 


No action is to be taken by the Board 
of Coroners on the Roberts baby’s case, 
and the certificate will be issued giving 
the cause of death without comment. 
Coroner Feinberg made it. quite,plain in 
the afternoon that there had been no 
negligence or malpractice, and later ne 
had this to say: ; 

‘“‘T have examined the baby in the 
morgue of the Babies’ Hospital, and I 
also had a talk with Dr. Clark and 
Dr. Holt. I went over the case from 
the time the baby was admiited, on 
Nov. 23, and have decided that it is 
not a case calling for action by the 
Coroner. The child died from menin- 
gitis secondary to an infected ruptured 
spine. The case cannot be identified 
with the Chicago case, because Mr, 
Roberts brought the child to the hospi- 
tal two hours after birth on the advice 
of two competent physicians who at- 
tended the birth of the baby. Every- 
thing was done for the child that could 
be done.” 

Coroner Feinberg added that, in his 
opinion, the child could not have lived 
even if an operation had been per- 
formed. 

“I have said everything about this 
case that is necessary. I still hold to 
my opinion that the child would not 
have survived an operation,” said Dr. 
Holt. Everything was done for the 

; of that all can rest assured.”’ 

“Don’t you think, Doctor, that an 
operation would at least have pro- 
longed the baby’s life?’’ he was asked.

save life?’ 

Dr. ldsmith said he believes the

The Archbishop has also made a public 
defense of the aims and purposes of the 
congress, and has given aid to it in many 
ways. He will be nstrumental, the pro- 
moters of the congress: believé, in send- 
ing scores of delegates from all denomi~- 
nations to the conclave at the hmus 
next February. 


Dr. Manning’s Article. 


Much interest was stirred in religious 
circles by the Rev. Dr. Manning's long- 
expected article, which was entitled 
“ The. Protestant Episcopal Church: and 
Christian Unity.” It had been known 
for several months that he had such an 
article under consideration. . Dr, Man- 
ning is the Chairman. of the Executive 


Committee of the commission appointed 
by the Protestant Episcopal.Church to 
bring about a world conference on faith 
and order. He was also one of the five 
members of the Protestant Episcopal 
Board of Missions to resign when that 
body finally decided to send delegates to 
the conference at Panama. The oppo- 
nents of the policy of the board main- 
tained that a Protestant gathering at 
Panama would be distasteful to the Ro- 
man Catholics and would deprive the 
Episcopalian Church of its advantage of 
working for unity from a middle ground. 

The Rev. Dr. Manning was not re- 
elected by the recent Diocesan Conven- 
tion as a deputy to the General Conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

“*In her doctrine of thé Church and 
the priesthood,”’ the Rev. ,Dr. Manning’s 
article in The uarterly read, ‘* the 
Anglican community aligns herself with 
Catholic Christendom, and it is this fact 
which makes it impossible for the Epis- 
copal Church, without surrender of fun- 
damental principle, to identify herself 
with the present movement for a Prot- 
estant federation in America or to enter 
into united Protestant work in the mis- 
sion fields or elsewhere.

THE PHILIPPINES. 

The Philippines problem cannot be 
solved in controversies between mem- 
bers of the present Administration and 
representatives of preceding ones. ‘In 
his reply to Mr. TaFT, Secretary Gar- 
BISON appears to have the best of the 
argument. He proves that Mr. Tarr 
has been misinformed in regard to 
the number of offices that’ has 
changed hands during the last two 
years, in regard to the character and 
experience of some of the men ‘ap- 
pointed by Governor General HARBISON. 
It is to be feared that Mr. TaFr’s hasty 
utterances, so easily disputed, may 
tend to lessen public interest in ‘the 
Philippines, which would be most un- 
fortunate. The controversy inspired 
by his vigorous remarks about mal- 
administration in the islands ‘was wel- 
come because it brought our Asiatic 
possessions prominently in the public 
eye and set the people to thinking 
about those islands, comprising 115,000 
square miles, with a population of 
8,000,000, with enormous trade and in- 
dustrial potentialities. 

The comparative merits of the 
present ‘and past Governments of the 
Philippines, since 1898, is not of su- 
preme importance. Whether Mr. Har- 
RISON’s is the best or the worst the 
islands have had, (it is probably 
neither,) is not of so much conse- 
quence as the need of. a larger na- 
tional understanding of our relations 
to the islands and our duty to the 
Filipinos. Matters of common knowl- 
edge are that the trade outlook has 
not been bright lately, that merchants, 
farmers, and manufacturers have been 
discouraged, that the rinderpest, as 
Mr. GaRRIsON admits, is about as 
destructive as ever, that the Manila 
Railway has been unable to pay the 
interest on its bonds, and that there 
have been disquieting rumors of po- 
litical discontent.

WHAT IS AUSTRIA FIGHTING FOR? 

The visit. of W1LL1AM II. to FRANCIS 
JosEPH, the resignation of several 
members of the Austrian Cabinet, the 
long series of accounts of the scarcity 
of food in Austria-Hungary, the 
financial stress laid upon that loose 
congeries of unassimilable races, the 
servant’s part played by Austria- 
Hungary in this war, a part natural 
enough, for Hungary was saved by 
the Bavarians and North Germans 
after the memorable defeat in Serbia 
last December; the essentially un- 
warlike record and capacity of the 
Hapsburgs made great by marriages 
and annexations, the long friendship 
of England and Austria: these are 
among many causes that prompt the 
question, “What is Austria fighting 
for?” 

The free hand in Serbia has been 
had with a vengeance. The Ser- 
bians are no longer in a position, 
if: they. ever were, to liberate the 
South Austrian Slavs, some © seven 
millions of them. ~Bosnia and Croatia 
are no longer ‘“‘ endangered” by the 
free and turbulent Serbs. The war 
was, in its beginning, a “ punitive 
expedition” against the Serbs. It 
was. to have started in August, 1913: 
Italy refusing to take a hand, it had 
to wait until the convenient incident 
of ._Serajevo: became a pretext in 
August, 1914. The “punitive ex- 
pedition”’ against ¢ Serbia has just 
been completed by German victory 
and cold weather. What are the 
Magyars- and the German Austrians 
fighting for now? What can they 
have fought or fight for that is desired 
by the Czechs, Poles, Croats, Serbs, 
Rumanians, Slovaks, in Austria-Hun- 
gary? What are the present ruling 
elements of the Dual Monarchy, them- 
selves the tail of the Hohenzollern 
kite, hopeful of getting from. their 
master? Are the peoples of Austria- 
Hungary, after so much of costly and 
to them rather inglorious war, begin- 
ning to wonder if the “ punitive expe- 
dition ” is not punishing them rather 
than the Serbs of Serbia? Is the 
dread of Bulgarian pre-eminence in 
the) Balkans heginning to be felt in 
Vienna and Budapest?

KEEPING PROGRESSIVES OUT. 

The primary, which was to be the 
salvation of “our institutions,” has, 
like all political devices, its short- 
comings and faults. Sometimes it is 
used by Republicans to nominate 
Democratic candidates, and by: Demo- 
crats to nominate Republican candi- 
dates. In a case now in the Indiana 
courts, a substantial parallel to which 
may arise in other States, it keeps a 
Progressive who wishes to return. to 
the Republican party from voting in 
a Republican primary. An Indian- 
apolis Republican who was a Progres- 
sive at the last election sought an in- 
junction to prevent a neighbor from 
challenging his vote at the primary. 
A Judge of the Circuit Court held that 
the section of the primary law fixing 
the eligibility of voters at the primary 
violates the State Constitution. 

The section in question provides that 
a person is entitled to vote in a 
primary “who at the last general 
“election voted for a majority of the 
“regularly nominated. candidates of 
“the party holding such election.” If 
challenged, he shall make affidavit 
that he is a qualified legal voter of 
the precinct; 
that at the last preceding general 
election he affiliated with the party 
for ‘whose candidate he proposed to 
vote in such primary; that he voted 
for a majority of the nominees 
vad ecssilh x oahipl pryetise yachiro yn to} 


It excludes also thpse voters who were 
sick, or ‘absent, og, didn’t vote at the 
{last November election, and those who 
failed. to vote for a majority of their 
party candidates. The Circuit Court 
holds that this section withholds rights 
guaranteed by the State Constitution. 
All elections must be free and equal; 
every male citizén of } age and 
residence qualifications shall be en- 
titled to vote in the township or pre- 
cinct where he lives, if he is legally 
registered; no class of citizens shall 


| have immunities and privileges which, 


on the same terms, do not sunny be- 
long to.all. 

The case goes to the Supreme Court 
on appeal. It is worth noting as a 
specimen of the. carelessness with 
which Legislatures make statutes, and 
of the misuse of the primary to keep 
citizens from’ voting and from chang- 
ing their politics) A primary law 
should make voting easy and not hard 
for honest’ folks. . The first, or one 
of the first; of Presidential primaries 
is Indiana’s, on March 7. The status 
of -her Progressive Republicans is of 
general political interest. 








“ PORK 4s FOR DEFENSE. - 
-It-is “given out” at Washington 
that the President has informed the 
Chairman of the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee that he wishes those ap- 
propriations kept small in the interest 
of liberal funds for purposes of de- 
fense. It is an excellent thought, but 
contrary to Congressional strategy. 
The way to get one appropriation is 
to combine with those who want an- 
other. The prospects of two votes are 
better than of either vote alone, and 
the defeat of one vote on lofty mo- 
tives may be the defeat of another 
in no meritorious relation to it. a 
the President antagonizes the “ por’ 
hunters he may lose his defense 
money, for there are elections to carry 
next year, and the pipes are being 
laid. already.

e announced, but there is a last ditch 
which ought to be his ultimatum. If 
he gets money for defense, and how- 
ever he gets it, even if the getting is 
upon the principles of “ pork,” there 
the likeness should cease.’ When the 
défense money is obtained its expen- 
diture should be upon the basis of 
the greatest results for the least cash, 
and for the good of everybody. Our 
defense works cannot be constructed 
upon the example of rivers, harbors, 
and public buildings. There’ are no 
votes in that proposition. The de- 
fense money must be kept out of the 
pork barrel after it has been voted, 
even if it has to be put into the bar- 
rel. before it is taken out.

. SHAKESPEARE, who saw 
and foresaw so much, 
Carries must have had in mind, 
; when he wrote “* Julius 
Prophecy. Caesar,” not our one 
and only Henry Forp, of course, but 
somebody ‘impressively like him in sev-. 
eral important particulars. That is shown 
by his introduction—for an appearance 
significantly brief—of somebody whom 
we shall néver know more definitely than 
as ‘‘ another poet.” 

This personage has his articulate, but 
inglorious, moment just after Brutus and 
Cassius had the quarrel and reconcilia- 
tion that have given to so many actors 
an eagerly taken opportunity to tear a 
passion to tatters and then to sew it up 
again in beautiful alternation. ‘‘ Anoth- 
er poet” evidently had acquired some 
vague glimmer of information about the 
bitter dispute of these great ones, but of 
the situation as it had developed as evi- 
dently he knew nothing. That, however, 
did not prevent him from rushing in to 
settle the whole matter, and we read— 
and’ never hear, for the incident is cut 
out-of. all the acting versions—these 
lines:

A GERMAN OPINION OF US. 


A Half-Wild Country with Merely a 
Varnish of High Civilization. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I ‘am sending you a copy of a 
letter received by a friend of mine, 
a lawyer of this city, who forwarded 
it to me, and has given me permis- 
sion to send it along to you. The 
man who wrote this letter lived in 
America three or four years, and 
returned to Germany about three 
years ago. He was educated, and 
earned a good salary in America--I 
think he made about $12,000 a year. 
I send it as a brilliant example of 
the. spirit in which Germany looks 
upon America. LW. 

New York, Dec. 1, 1915. 


‘ Dear Mr, ——: 

I am not at war yet, but may still be called. 
It will then, however, not be for the fight it- 
self; perhaps'to watch prisoners or. to fill 
some post in former: Belgium. 

I note that you think America may take 
part in the war proceedings. We at present 
do not think so, buat if it should happen, you 
may be sure that the entrance of America 
in the ring would here meet with ‘even more 
contempt than the Italian insanity. 

We know that you cannot help the Allies 
more than you did in the past year. I will 
not lose many words on the American atti- 
tude. America will in all probability regret 
its shameful position before long, if not for 
moral reasons, surely on the ground that it 
is an unpleasant feeling to have backed the 
wrong horse. 

The all-lies cannot win. I know it woul 
be useless to try to convince you of this 
now, just as useless as it was to tell: you 
that this js the war of the Entente. The 
Americans have decided not to come to their 
senses beforé they must. It is not.so much 
the official American position which we re- 
sent—although it is of a grotesque insolence— 
it is much more the attitude of the Ameri- 
can public. This one thing is sure: the Ger- 
mans cannot forget for a good many years. 
the behavior of the Americans during this 
war, and while many or my countrymen may 
after the war be willing to sell their goods 
to the United States and to buy theirs,. they 
will for a ‘ong tirce not admit Americans to 
their homes for reasons of self-respect and 
cleanliness. This is the general spirit which 
in my opinion goes a little too far, and is to 
that extent hardly pared by! those who have 
been in America, The error of th the av 
people here is that they believe the United 
States could be measured like any civilized 
country. They do not know that Am 
in ite of a certain varnish of high civi-

The wastage, the devastation, of mod- 

ern warfare is beyond-human’ belief or 

ension—in property, money; and 
human’ life, Its ravages are bound to 
be felt by a country for many ‘years 
after, no matter, how rapidly that coun- 
try muy recuperate from the effects of 
@ war; and for. years the indiréct drain 
will be experienced. But there is an- 
ether aspect of war which has been too 
little considered, and which is even more 
important than those above mentioned, 
since it involves’ the future of the hu- 
Man race—it is the possible degenera- 
tion of the human family in the future. 

‘In warfare, it must be remembered, 
only the best men from each country 
are chosen to ‘go to the front’; the 
youth and manhood of each nation are 
drained, and the elderly and the: en- 
feebled are left behind to propagate and 
become fathers of the next. generation. 

This béing the case, the question has 
been asked whether or not war will 
have the ultimate effect of weaken- 
ing the whole human race, by this proc- 
ess of “selection of the unfit,’’ since 
the strongest and most virile men of 
every. nation—or a goodly percentage of 
them—are necessarily killed? Here is a 
very grave, a-very serious, question. 

There are two ways in which we can 
consider this problem, the historic and 
the experimental. The former of these 
deals with the deductions which we may 
draw from a consideration of wars in 
the past—both in the immediate past. and 
in more remote periods; the latter deals 
with the evidence adduced from a study 
of the laws of heredity and eugenics. 

. Concerning the historical side, there is, 

unfortunately, only very slight evidence 
upon which to draw. There seems to be 
a@ very. general opinion that. such ‘an in- 
fluence as that mentioned does. exist, 
and it has even been said that “‘ Napo- 
leon lopped a cubit off the stature of the 
Frenchman.’’ It-is doubtful, however, 
whether the Napoleonic wars—prolonged 
and sanguinary as they were—had any’ 
such effect as that noted; and, judging 
from other wars, the: standard of the 
human race has kept up remarkably 
well, such weakening influences as are. 
found to exist being due to’ sedentary oc- 
cupations and other similar causes. It 
must not be forgotten that not all the 
men who go to war get killed; a certain 
percentage of them return, and of these 
we must assume that they are not below 
but above the general average in vigor 
and physical perfection, so that they 
would, in a sense, balance up the losses 
due to the weaker children resulting 
from marriages with the stay-at-homes. 

Evidently, then, the problem is more 
complicated than would at first sight 
appear, and there is but little light to 
be thrown upon the case from a study 
of the historic side. Neither the Hun- 
dred Years war nor the Crusades— 
which constantly drained Burope of its 
most adventurous. men—seems to have 
had any effect upon the SUOSHORNG: gen- 
erations. 

If we approach this question from the 
point of view of heredity, we find our- 
selves in hardly less difficulties than 
‘before. Most writers on the subject of 
eugenics seem to take it for granted 
that characteristics acquired by one 
particular individual can be handed on 
to his successors. And yet this is a point 
concerning which’ there is much dispute, 
the majority of naturalists taking the 
stand that such characteristics cannot 
be passed on. by heredity! But if they 
cannot, then what becomes of the 
doctrine of added strength or weakness 
being passed on to the succeeding gen- 
eration, when it ts exceedingly doubtful 
whether this transmission occurs at all? 
Physical changes. which the parent may 
undergo, therefore, may not show at all 
in the offspring, so far as we are aware, 
unless this is a hereditary characteristic. 

Now, apply this'to war and the prob- 
lem before us. Take .a country in 
which there is conscription. This does 
not mean that all the males go to war, 
for such a state of things can never 
happen in these days. There must be 
a large number of males over or under 
military age and of those of the proper 
age limit, there are a certain number 
physically or mentally incapacitated; 
another large number are occupied in 
mines, industry, the manufacture of mu- 
nitions, the conduct of railroads, of 
papers, the affairs of the State, &c, 

But without doubt the majority of 
males of military age would go to war; 
and of these a certain percentage would 
get killed.

A WAR FREIGHT BLOCKADE. 


Damage to Domestic Commerce in 
the Congestion of Traffic. 


Tq the Editor of The New York Times: 

Should the transportation of ammunition for 
Europe be permitted to tie up internal freight 
traffic? is a question that may be of interest 
to the public. 

To those not familiar withthe usual 
method of transportation the following will 
be explanatory: All freight arrives at the 
terminal freight yardé—the Pennsylvania, 
Erie, Central Railroad of New Jersey, and 
Lehigh Valley at Jersey City; the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad at Staten Island. ,; From 
these stations the freight is distributed to its/ 
ultimate destination in the harbor.. When 
traffic conditions, aré nermal, the ultimate 
destination is reached: within a week after 
arrival at the terminal, The tracks in the 
freight yards of all railroads, however, are 


tilled with -cars containing .war material 


waiting to be loaded on outgoing steamers. 
As a consequence of this congestion my firm. 
has been practically unable to obtain de- 
liveries of freight consigned to us since the 
early part of October. We are informed that 
in the lumber business thie condition is uni- 
versal. If it continues, it will compel us to 
go out of business.

Boy Recently from Italy Wins Prize 
e and Pleases Mr. Roosevelt 
with Eager Faces. 


Bull Moose. criticism tossed high art 
on its pronged antlers yesterday noon 
when Colonel Theodore Roosevelt went 
to take a very particular view of the 
exhibition of “ The Immigrant in Amer- 
ica’ prize. competition now being held 
in the studio of Mrs. Harry Payne 
Whitney at 8 West Eighth Street. : 

He did. not agree with the awards 
made by the jury. It was one of 
those impressionistic, idealistic, al- 
truistic, artistic galaxies that had put 
an aureole on misery. The Colonel) 
gazed into the faces of certain ashen 
shades of the things that were and into 
wastes of errant paint and sighed. 

“My friend, Royal Cortissoz,” aspi- 
rated he through his glistening teeth, 
‘said long before there was a party 
of the name, that in art I had the 
taste of a Bull Moose.” 

Having put himself on record, the 
visitor proceeded’ to empanel himself 
as a jury of one and to readjust awards. 

There were ninety sculptures, paint- 
ings, and things in the display, all de- 
signed to portray the spirit which ani- 
mates the immigrant on his arrival in 
the United States. 

With the first award, the Colonel had 
no quarrel. Perhaps he saw in the fig- 
ure the slight, tense form and the eager 


face of Beniamino Bufano, its sculptor, 
called ‘‘ Bennie ’’ for short. 


Rouses Colonel’s Superlatives, 

“‘ Wonderful work,’’ exclaimed the 
Colonel. ‘‘ Great. Very good! I should 
like to meet the sculptor.’’ Thereupon 
Miss Frances A. Kellor, Secretary of the 
Committee for Immigrants, presented. 
the young artist. Mr. Bufano, as was 


winnowed from the biographical details 
gleaned by Colonel Roosevelt, is 21 years 
eld. He is one of twelve children of a 
family which came here from Italy a 
few years ago. He had worked as helper 
in studios and finally his talent won 
commissions.» Now..he is treading as 
rapidly as may be in the footsteps of 
Donatello and Cellini.’ His ‘sculpture 
represents a huddle of immigrants whose 
faces and pose are eloquent of that spirit 
of uncertainty and striving seen in so 
many of these strangers in a strange 
land. The Colonel shook the sculptér by 
the hand and told him it was very good 
work, indeed. Mr. Bufano said he made 
the faces sad because that was the way 
most immigrants felt for a while in this 
country.

Again his gaze swept the place and 
lighted upon a mass of grotesque figures 
amalgamated into a coal black wave. 


Thought Them Devils. 
“If I had not seen it here,’’ the 
Colonel said, turning his glass; ‘‘I

Then suddenly he discovered what to 
him ‘seemed a most convincing work of 
sculpture, a noble and classic Egyptian 
figure, and demanded why it had not 
been put among the four prize winners. 
The immigration from the Ptolemaic 
— to which it belonged is not very 

eavy just now, but all the same the 
Colonel thought it typified aspiration to 
@ very great degree. He asked Mr. 
Bufano to present his compliments to 
the sculptress, Miss Winfred Ward, and 
to say how very much he liked her work. 

Then he lingered for a while in the 
neighborhood of a mantle on which was 
a black hand squeezing dollars out: of 
a human heart, a gripping enough pro- 
duction .in its way, but rather morbid, 
according to his view. 

Taken all in all, the awards were 
readjusted on a healthy and normal 
plan that igs the very breath of the 
snowy north woods. 

Impressionist art was set back many 
paces, and the cubist got at least a 
square deal. The Colonel expressed his 
entire dislike for the grotesque, and re- 
marked that porsoxies were all right 
as points against immensity but were 
not in thémselves beautiful. 


All in One Big Picture.

The Colonel 
went away entirely delighted.

Bruckner’s ‘Seventh Symphony and 
Beethoven’s Violin Concerto. 

Dr." Muck made an unusual program 
for the second concert of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra which was given 
last evening in Carnegie Wali. It com- 
prised only two numbers: Anton Bruck- 
ner’s Seventh Symphony and Beetho- 
ven’s concerto for. violin, played by Fritz 
Kreisler: ‘The symphony is long,. last- 
ing just over an hour. The’ audience 
listened with patience to this. work of 


vast dimensions in length, breadth, ana 
thickness, encouragea, no doubt, by the 
thought of what was to follow it. 
© uck played it here eight years 
ago, in his first term as conductor of 
the Boston Orchestra. He is a prophet 
of Bruckner, who has made’ extensive 
ro) da for his symphonies in 
urope a8 well as in this country. So 
have. many others of the most distin- 
Co geagpe of modern conductors; and this 
t should discourage hasty deprecia- 
tion of Bruckner’s. works, Yet they have 
not hastily been depreciated here, 
though they have tried the endurance of 
the public for nearly a. generation. 
When the Seventh Symphony was first 
played in: New York some twenty-eight 
years ago it was considered excessively 
complicated, full of unintelligible coun- 
terpoint, forced harmonies, abstruse 
elaboration. The fifteen brass instru- 
ments used in it excited wonder and 
consternation. Its composer was re- 
rded as bewilderingly ** modern,’’ with 
erian tendencies. 

His music now seems intelligible 
enough; it does not persistently ape the 
Wagnerian idiom, and what he is trying 
to convey is easy to: understand. The 
trouble with Bruckner, does not lie in 
that ection. It is evident that he was 
a creative force of undoubted power; 
but that he had little control, through 
self-criticism, of his work symphonic 
development. Such development he had 
not mastered; and he had little. feeling 
for thé significance or the apt propor- 
tions of the symphonic form. The 
movements of this symphony seem like 
an elaborate series of genial experi- 
ments carried to wearisome lengths, 
with no certain foresight of the end 
and no inevitable progress toward that 
end. There are pages of grandiose and 
imposing power; passages that are as 
the large utterance: of the early gods, 
peignant and searching, truly and finely 
e , 

The opening Dhensnee of the first move- 
ment, and much in it that follows, have 
impressiveness; but there are here, as 
through the whole work, tiresome repe- 
titions, dry and uninteresting de 8; 
and the end is a reminder, amusing’ to- 
day, of Bruckner’s Wagnerian ardor 
so closely does it paraphrase the final 
scene of “ Das Rheingold.”’ 
movement, ter we A and extrava- 
gantly prolonged though it is; has true 
nobility and in its finest moments a deep 
solemnity. If the succulent portions of 
the scherzo could be isolated from much 
husk, they would be enjoyed. The:last 
movement is the weakest, inept in its 
material and dry in its pretentious 
learnedness. ; 

This strangely compounded work was 
heard with more apparent interest than 
at any previous performance of it here. 
The performance was superb, devoted on 
the part of both conductor and players: 
theugh some may have questioned 
whether the scherzo might not have 
Sained by a livelier tempo. . There was 
much applause after the slow move- 
ment, and at the end Dr. Muck was 
Several times recalled, and, as he so 
often does, made his men rise to share 
the applause with him. : 

Mr. Kreisler was most enthusiastically 
welcomed. He played Beethoven’s con- 
certo with the profound appreciation of 
its  nctsigcen beauties that has: so often 
marked his performances of it before. 
It was the performance of a great artist 
who enetrates_ the spirit of Bee- 
thoven’s work and who truly recreates it.

Mme.’ Matzenauer was impressive in 
the role of Santuzza. Her, acting, in- 
eluding facial expression, was forceful,. 
and in appearance she identified herself 
more successfully with the character 
than is sometimes the case with her. 
That her voice was heavier. in quality 
than the sopranos generally heard in the 
part is a change to which the public 
might accustom itself, yout her vocai 
triumph cannot be called complete while 
the stress of effort is heard in the high 
tones, as they were last night, especially 
in the beginning. 

Mr. Botta’s Turiddu is familiar and re- 
tains its excellence. A difference as to 
tempo between Mr, Luca and the 
conductor reduced the effectiveness of 
the solo, which is the baritone’s_prin- 
cipal chance in the opera. Flora Perini 
made the small réle of Lola-vivid. 

““In. ‘ Pagliacci ’’ Messrs. Caruso and 
Amato repeated their very well known 
impersonations of Canio and Tonio. Ida 
Cajatti sang Nedda and hardly replaced 
others hitherto identified with the part.

MISS GOODSON’S RECITAL. 


The English Pianist Plays a Pro- 
gram of Chopin. 


Miss Katharine Goodson, the English 
pianist, who has: been a frequent visitor 
to New York for a number of years, 
is a visitor this year also. She gave 
a recital, her ‘first this season, in 
Aeolian Hall yesterday before an au- 
dience of good size: and friendly dispo- 
sition, many of whom were seated on 
the stage, though they might have been 
more comfortably accommodated in 
seats customarily occupied by listeners 
on the floor of the hall. Her program 
was wholly devoted to Chopin, and 
was judiciously chosen to represepé-va- 


rious phases of that master’s work. 


The most important single pieces were 
the sonata in B minor and the fantaisie 
in F minor. Miss Goodson was scarcely 
at her best in the sonata, and her play- 
ing seemed to be marked by some ef- 
fort and at times by uncertainty. Yet 
there was an intense and pulsing vi- 
tality in it; in the slow movement 
breadth and poetic feeling, in the scherzo 
and the finale brilliancy, if not an in- 
variable accuracy in the delivery of 
the notes. ‘ 

Miss Goodson has nervous force and 
energy, & certain keenness and bril- 
liancy, delicacy and finesse in filigree 
passage work such as made her playing 
of the “ Berceuse’’ charming. In some 
of the preludes and études she played 
with captivating grace, vivacity and 
tranquil tenderness, and it was in such 
matters that she was most successful. 
In the weightler pieces she was ap- 


‘parently laboring under some handicap 


and in these her tone was at times duli 
and without life. Her tone, in fact, 
was not yesterday notable for its pow- 
er and depth, or for richness and va- 
riety of color, and she seemed to care 
little for the possibilities of a. broad 
legato upon the piano.

New York Lawyer Was-a Rallroad 
Builder and. Consolidator— 
Boomed Harmon for President.

BALTIMORE, Md.. Dec. 2.—Edward 
Rathbone’ Bacon of New York, . First 
Vice President and member of the 
Board of Directors of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad and at one time President 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern 
Railroad, died tonight at 9:35 o’clock 
at the Johns Hopkins Hospital from the 
result of an operation for appendicitis 
which .was performed more than a 


week ago. ‘ 

-Mr. Bacon, who made his home with 
his brother, W. Rathbone Bacon, at 247 
Fifth Avenue, was one of the best- 
known financiers in this country. He 
came to Baltimore two weeks ago and 
entered the Johns Hopkins Hospital.. 


Mr. Bacon was born.in this city, and 
was in his seventieth year. He was 
educated at Phillips Exeter Academy, 
and was admitted to the bar in Buffalo, 
N. Y., in 1869. Then he became counsel 
for various railroad interests for the 
next eighteen years. 

In.1881 Mr. Bacon became Vice Presi- 
dent of the Cincinna Washington & 
Baltimore Railroad, of. which he later 
became President in 1890, and held ‘that 
office until 1902.. He then became Vice 
President of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern Railroad,. later becoming 
one of the reorganizers and a Director 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad.

CITES UNION PACIFIC CASE 

And- Declares Action Againet Cen- 
tral Pacific Merger Was Delayed 


Too Long by Federal Authorities. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 2.~The argument in 
answer to’ the contentions of the Gov- 


St! ernment in the suit to separate the 


Central Pacific from the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway was begun in. the Federal” 
Court here this afternoon by Peter F. 
Dunne of San Francisco, counsel for 
the Southern Pacific. Mr. Dunne will 
resume his argument before the three 
circuit,Judges who are hearing the cage 
tomorrow morning. Edward E. Mc- 
Clennen of Boston then will make the 
final argument for the Government. — 

Mr. Dunne argued that the Govern~- 
ment, having obtained the dissolution of 
the Union Pacific merger on one con- 
tention, could not. come into court now 
and on a contrary contention seek the 
dissolution of the Southern. Pacific. 

“In the Union Pacific case,” he said, 
“we argued that the ownership of the 
Southern Pacific, with the Central Pa- 
cific, by the Union Pacific, could not 
be a combination in restraint of trade, 
because there never could have been 
competition between the Southern Pa- 
cific Sunset Route and the Union Pa- 
cific-Central Pacific route by way o1 
Ogden. 

“We based our argument on the fact 
that the Union Pacific was’ dependent on 
the handling of transcontinental traffic 
to California on its connection at Ogden 
with the Central Pacific. which the 
Southern Pacific would not use to its 
own disadvantage. 

“The Government argued—and the Su- 
preme Court held—that as a matter of 
practical railroading there had heen, be- 
fore the Union Pacific merger, actual 
competition between the Central Pacific- 
Union Pacific route and the Sunset route

~WIGHER cOsTs ABROAD. 


Impossible, Also, “to” Get Parts of 
Imported Machinery. : 


Stiff advances in the prices of metal 
articles of: all kinds manufactured in 
‘Europe'and shipped to this country are 
being reflected in the New York Custom 
House by the imposition of nigher duties 
on these products. Fo: manufactur- 
ers who have been able to‘ fill contracts 
on linés ordered just before the war, 
or since hostilities began, have actually 
delivered. goods in the United. States 
in many cases, it is said, at an actual 
loss. 

Those in this country, both regular 


| importers ‘and. mill. men, receiving the 
foreign products are findin their im- 

rtations at this time a rdther costly 
uxury, since the custome authorities 
are insisting in many cases that duty 
be paid nm valtes far in excess of 
prices ruling a few months o. The 
explanation was made yesterday that 
certain manufacturing plants in this 
country ae Be cautioned. with sr pg wene= 
of an acter of foreign 
make i ee as these machines wear 
out or need new ports, they have to be 
ordered from the European manufactur- 
era, 


Many of the foreign machinery 
m ore notably those of Germany, have 
informe customers that they neither 
can fill old: orders nor take new ones 
until the close of the war at least. In 
cases of this kind, Americans using 
foreign machinery have age obliged to 
get along with such re as could be 
made by domestic mac fale 

A feature of the higher levels now 
prevailing for the entry of metal mer- 
chandise from abroad is that material 
advances have occured in market values 
= practically every line of import and 
from all European countries, all the way 
from heavy machinery to safety pins. 
It was regarded as indicative of what 
may. be expected as the war goes on 
that metal products imported recently 
have had to stand higher rates of duty 
than similar goods entered here four or 
six months ago. It would appear that 
English manufacturers of metals are 
keeping up their exports to this coun- 
try in better proporti than are the 
manufacturers of Continental Europe. 

German makers were said yesterday to 
be out of the American market so far as 
supplying machinery, parts, and general 
metal lines formerly sold here. Many 
orders given before the start of the 
war have not been filled by the German 
manufacturers. One such case relates 
to special apparatus wanted to complete 
the cotton yarn drying room connected 
with the Government laboratory at the 
Appraiser’s Stores. These machines were 
ready for delivery at the time hostilities 
began. Although the machines are 
awaiting shipment at the factory of the 
makeérs: in Germany, the State Depart- 
ment, at the request of Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo, has so far been 
unable to get the British Government to 
on the exportation of the appa- 
ratus 


TO SELL SHOES TO ITALY. 


Consul at Milan Says There Is a 
Great Opportunity Now. 


Now is an excellent time for American 
exporters of shoes to establish trade 
with the various Italian markets, - ac- 
cording to Consul John H. Grout, who is 
stationed at Milan. Writing to the De- 
partment of Commerce regarding these 


opportunities, Mr. Grout says in part: 

‘The Milan Consulate learns that 
there is an excellent opportunity here 
for the extension of trade in American 
shoes. Imports from England and 
France have almost wholly fallen off, 
and none are being received from Ger- 
many or Austria. Stocks of men’s and 
women’s shoes are decreasing. The 
representative of a Swiss concern visited 
this market recently, and was almost 
swamped with orders. Had he confined 
himself to an endeavor to secure trade 
by the method pursued by some Ameri- 
can firms, that of correspondence alone, 
his results , would probably have been 
very small. 

“American firms desiring to enter this 
market, and to hold it, should send their 
representatives here at once, prepared 
to fill orders by cable. Such representa- 
tives should canvass the trade carefully 
and study conditions. Best of all, repre- 
sentatives should be sent over here to 
remain permanently, and at least es- 
tablish branch offices, if not open stores. 
The great thi ng to do today is'to get 
the goods here: 


‘LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Sculptures, Mirrors, 
_ Among Things Considered. 


H. A. Whitacre won before the Board 
of General Appraisers in the contention 
that marble busts were entitled to free 
entry under, the provision in the law 
for original sculptures. It was shown 
to the satisfaction of the board that 
the carving of the articles was done by 
professional sculptors in marble from 
clay models, which 


action of the Collector in taxing the 
busts 15 per cent. ad valorem as “ sculp- 
tures’” was reversed. 

, Judge Sullivan, sitting as a reappraise- 
ment official, handed down a decision 
dealing with the discounts .to .be al- 
lowed on wood carvings from Switzer- 
land.

United Realty Owners Drop Case 
Against State. 


The action brought by the United 
Real Estate Owners’ Association of 
New York. against Controllér Travis 
and the six banks which made a $6,000,- 
000 loan to the State in June last, has 
been successfully terminated by Attor- 
ney General Woodbury. 

In June, 1915, Controller Travis ascer- 
tained that in ‘order to take care of the 
current expenses of the State Govern- 
ment it was. necessary to borrow 
$&,000,000 at once in anticipation of in- 
direct taxes which were not then in the 
State Treasury.. Pursuant to authority 
vested in him he borrowed this amount 
from six banks in this city. 

The United Real Estate Owners’ Asso- 
ciation “brought an action in Albany 
County to restrain the Controller from 
borrowing the money, and this case was 
carried to the Appellate Division. The 
courts refused to restrain the Controller 
from perfecting the loan. 

After the loan was made the associa- 
tion brought another action here to re- 
strain the Controller from using the 
money and from repaying it to the cor- 
—- from which the loan was ob- 
tain

“SCARED” MAN TO DEATH 


Ex-President of New Haven. Tells 
of Publicity to: Head Off 
Competition. 


The attitude Charles S. Mellen as- 
sumed when the Grand Trunk Railway 
of Canada threatened invasion of terri- 
tory “‘sacred” to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, occupied the atten- 
tion yesterday of the Federal court 
jurors who are hearing testimony in the 
Government’s prosecution of eleven ex- 
Directors of the New Haven. 

Mr. Mellen told of his interviews with 
the late Charles M. Hays and E. J. 
Chamberlin, the two Presidents of the 
Grand Trunk, and how he had himself 
speculated a little in. real estate, after 
‘learning the Grand Trunk’s plans. 

Mr. Hays, it was brought out, had 
announced that he intended building a 
line from Palmer to Providence to get 
for the Grané Trunk an outlet to the 


Atlantic seaboard. This Mr. Mellen said 
Was a surprise, as it came after an in- 
terview he and Lewis Cass Ledyard had 
had with my Hays in 1910, in "which it 
was» supposed an agreement had — 
reached preen the Grand Trams and 
the New Hév

Mellen lained that E. H. McHenry, 
one 0 e New Haven Vice Presidents, 
thought ft {mportant for the road to 
have that route to Palmer, although the 
prmectitive duplication of the line would 
be costl s The result was that the New 
Haven Directors conferred on Mr. Mel- 
len power to act in the matter 

‘What was the next step?” asked 
Mr. Batts. 

“We stepped out.” 

‘‘Was there ho other step?” 

“ Well, I bought a couple of farms up 
that way,” said Mr. Mellen carelessly. 
“They were wider than a rairoad 
and then I thought I might pleasantly 
spend my declinin, ears there. You 
see they were a kin - perpendicular 
farms; in a gap, and I was sure some 
day or other they might be of value to 
a railroad.” 

‘Was it as good as the Montague 
farm?’’ asked Delancey Nicoll, referring 
to the farm which had held up the de- 
velopment of the old Central New Eng- 
and railroad. 

After the sessiop was over, Mr, Mel- 
Jen confided to a friend that later he 
had disposed of his farms to the Grand 
Trunk Railway for just twice what they 
had cost him. 

A check for $375,000, which Mr, Mellen 
received from the New England Navi- 
eee Company, brought out that he 

ad realized the peculiar position of the 

Grand Trunk Railway in Canada. It 
had been subsidized to a heavy extent 
by the Laurier Government to enable 
it to construct the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railroad to the Pacific Coast, and Mr. 
Mellen. realized that the eople of the 
Martitime Provinces of Canada would 
not appreciate the diversion of the ex- 
pected transcontinental traffic from the 
Grand Trunk’s old .outlet at Portland, 
Me., to Providence, 

So Mr. Mellen undertook a 
to acquire information about the ¢ rand 
Trunk’s obligation to the Dominion 
Government, and to disseminate so 
much of that information as he thought 
advisable. 

“*I did not see,”” he said, ‘“ how the 
Grand Trunk could carry out its obli- 
gations to boht Canada and to Massa- 
chusetts. I did not believe it was sin- 
cere, and I do not think so yet. It cost 
me a lot of money to get that informa- 
tion. I think about $50,000. 

“s What did you do with it?” 

‘I had it published at the time both 
in the United States and in Canada. The 
Canadians thought they were being 
texed to build railroads in their own 
country. I thought I was performing 
a@ public service to let them know what 
the road’s plans were in New England.”’ 

After Mr. Hays was drowned on the 
Titanic and E. J. Chamberlin became 
President of the Grand Trunk, the rela- 
tions between that road and the New 
Haven entered on a different phase. »Mr. 
Mellen told how he had seen Mr. Cham- 
berlin in July, 1912, and, when he was 
asked what passed between them, said: 

‘““You see, we were fellow-clerks to- 
gether back in 1872, and so there were a 
lot of reminiscences to talk over. I 
I. thought there ought to be better re- 
lationship between the two companies, 
and said I hoped we could reach com- 
mon ground.’’ 

Then Mr. Batts took up the negotia- 
tions between the Grand Trunk and the 
New Haven, which led, in the Fall of 
1912, to the abandonment of the Grand 
Trunk’s plans to build to Providence— 
the plan conceived by Mr. Hays. It was 
these negotiations, and the agreement 
arising from them, which led to the in- 
dictment of Mr. Mellen, Mr. Chamber- 
lin, and Mr. Smithers. 

Mr. Mellen said he could not give de- 
tails of the negotiations with the Cana- 
@ians because the United States Gov- 
ernment had seized all his memoranda.

‘Wisconsin Company and 300 Others 
Held at Bay by 3 Kentucky Feudists

RHINELANDER, Wis.—A force of 300 
armed men, reinforced by Company L 
of the National Guard, was held at bay 
early this morning by three Kentucky 
bandits who escaped into a wild tract 
of timberland after wounding three of 
the sbesiegers, one of them probably 
fatally. Nearly every man in Oneida 
County and many from adjoining Coun- 
ties are posted in the woods tonight and 
slowly closing in on the three men, who 
have sworn that they would not be 
taken alive. 

The three men are members of 2 Col- 
only of former Kentucky feudists who 
have settled here, and it is feared that 
the 400 members of the colony will take 
some action against the authorities who 
are trying to capture their friends: 

The trouble started on Tuesday night, 
when a local saloon was burglarized. 
Yesterday Under Sheriff Hans Rodd and 
Deputy Andrew Anderson were shot by 
the bandits when they tried to arrest 
them, and later in the day the Sheriff 
and two wagons of special officers tried 
to rush the log shack where the bandits 
had taken refuge, but were turned back.
